We made to realize all 
over again that livestock, both 
in that area and in our area of 


Coffee County, is most import- 
ant. 

In the years to come—and 
we are moving into that di- 


rection rapidly—we should be 
Selling a lot more hogs and a 
lot more cattle than we are 
now. When that time arrives, 
our Coffee County farmers will 
be in a much better position.

Coach 
George Grider took the wraps 
off one of the finest clubs 
fielded by Elba in a number of 
years. Among those were a sta- 
ble of racehorse backs such as 
the Tiger fans have not seen 
since the Dyess-Wise era of 
four years ago. Boys such as 
Sanders, Twilley, Nelson, Hud- 
son, and Corbitt ran rough- 
shod over the visitors, racking 
up a total of 212 yards rushine. 

Also revealed was a big, fast 
line that is as rock-ribbed as 
any Elba has fielded in past 
years. They held Brantley to 
only 60 yards rushing. 

From the first whistle to the 
last, it was apparent on which 
side of the fence the victory 
belonged. Elba received the 
kickoff, and after a beautiful 
runback of 32 yards by Sanders, 
the Tigers went into action. 
They went to the Brantley 27 
before losing the ball on a 
fumble. They had it back mo- 
ments later, however, after re- 
covering a Bulldog miscue. 
They went on to the visitors’ 
11-yard line before losing the 
slippery ball on a fumble again. 
Bratley punted to their 48-yard 
line where Elba took over and 
started a drive that ended 
with Elmer Twilley, left half-

ORDINANCE 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CI- 
TY COUNCIL AF THE CITY 
OF ELBA, ALABAMA, AS 
FOLLOWS: 


SECTION 1. That unless the 
eontext clearly indicates a dif- 
ferent meaning, the words, 
terms and phrases used in this 
ordinance shall have the same 
meaning as ascribed to them in 
and by Section 752, Title 51, 
Code Of Alabama Of 1940, As 
Amended, and the following 
words and phrases not defined 
in said Section of said Code, 
whereever used in this  ordi- 
nance shall have the meaning 
respectively ascribed to them in 
this Section: (a): —"Orry”? 
means the City of Elba; (b) 
the term “CITY CLERK” shall 
mean the City Clerk of Elba: 
{c) “State Sales Tax Law of 
Alabama” shall mean Article 
10, Chapter 20, Title 51, Code

The firm now has two one- 
and-a-half-ton trucks, each 
equipped with refrigeration to 
keep the eggs cooled at a temp- 
erature of 50 degrees after they 
are picked up at the farms, and 
again when they are delivered 
from the egg station to the 
stores, 

And all the eggs come from 
chickens owned and bred by 
Mr. Godwin, either on his own 
farm or placed with other far- 
mers in the countyside. 

Fascinating is the word for 
it when the eges are delivered 
to Bob's Eee Station to be can- 
dled and graded. 

A mechanical lift picks up an 
entire layer of eggs from the 
crate and lowers them to a 
conveyor which carries them to 


still another single-line con- 
veyor where they are carried 
in a single row like a line of 


marching soldiers, 

The single-row conveyor first 
moves through a hooded booth 
where sits the candler, and 
here is one of the major differ- 
ences between a modern cand- 
ker, and Grandma.

The conveyor moves out of 
the candler’s booth amd auto- 
matic weighing and sorting in- 
to sizes begins, The conveyor igs 
built so that, at the first sta- 
tion, the bottom of the convey-~ 
or opens and the heaviest egg 
rolls into a depot, At the next 
Station the bottom of the con- 
veyor opens and the second 
heaviest eee rolls into a depot, 
The process continues until the 
midget-sized eggs roll into a 
Station at the end of the con- 
veyor, 

Sizes are as follows: extra 
large, 27 ounces or over; large, 
24 to 27 ounces; medium, 21 to 
24 ounces; small, 18 to 21 ozs. 

After each egg has rolled in- 
to its proper station an attend- 


ant picks up the eggs from 
the extra large station and 
puts them in a crate marked 


for that size, the same with the 
large, and so on. 

When each crate is filled it is 
moved into storage refrigerated 
50 degrees until ready for de- 
livery to a store, when it is put 
into a truck refrigerated 50 de- 
grees, so that an egg is refrig- 
erated 50 degrees from the time 
it is laid until purchased by the 
iousewife buying groceries for 
her family,

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SCHOOL BUS 
DRIVERS AIDED 
BY PARENTS 


The bus drivers of Coffee 
County have been given a com- 
plete physical check-up, by 
county health office personnel, 
without any cost to the driver, 
This is done to better insure 
the safety of children who ride 
the busses. 

To The Public Generally: 

1. Parents are requested to co- 
operate by having the children 
ready to meet the bus prompt- 
ly; also, they can halp by en- 
couraging right conduct on the 
bus and at school. 

2. Only pupils, teachers and 
other school employees are al- 
lowed to ride school busses. The 
driver is instructed not to allow 
others to ride and the public 
is asked to cooperate by not 
asking him to violate the law. 

3. Patrons and other interest- 
ed citizens should feel free to 
approach the driver, the prin- 
aipals and other school officials 
about any transportation prob- 
lem whicly involves the safety 
and welfare of children, 

4, Uses of school busses are in 
accordance with the rulings of 
the Attorney General's Office, 

The Pupil Sheuld: 

1, Have a definite place to 
board the bus each day, 

2, Cooperate with the driver 
in maintaining good order, 
seating arragements, boarding 
and lJeaving bus promptly, load 
and unload in a group where 
houses are close together, keep- 
nig the bus clear of cuts, marks 
and scratches and be willing to 
walk a reasonable distance to 
board the bus. 

3. Not visit on busses other 
than the one on which he is 
regularly transported except by 
permission from parent and 
teacher, 

4. Not enter the busses except 
for transportation to and from 
school.

CHILDREN GET 
WELFARE AID 


The Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
Was serving 5Ys cnildren, 1n- 
cluding five placed im toster 
homes and 48 receiving social 
service only at, tue end of July, 
accordnig to Mrs. Grace M, Ei- 
bert, director, 

Children receiving child wel- 
fre services through the De- 
partment of Pensions and Se- 
curity in Alabama at the time 
ci a recent study numbered 
nearly 10,000, Pensions and Se- 
curity Commissioner Alvin T, 
Prestwood said recently. 

The study showed that about 
half the children were in the 
homes of parents and nearly 
15 per cent with other relatives. 
More than 15 per cent were in 
boarding foster homes and over 
nine per cent in adoptive homes 
and nearly that number in in- 
stitutions, 

Ages of the children served 
indicated that they range from 
babies to teen-agers, with near- 
ly 54 percent being ten or un- 
der, Of the total, over 55 per- 
cent were boys, who outnum- 
bered girls in nearly every age 


group. 
By far the largest number of 
children came from broken 


homes, Prestwood said, indicat- 
ing that for over 30 percent 
parents were divorced, deserted, 
or separated. For over 18 per- 
cent of the children one or 
both parents were dead and 
for over 22 percent they were 
not married. In fact, Prest- 
wood said, only 28.7 percent of 
the children had married pa- 
rents who were living. Nearly 
two-thirds of the children sery- 


ed were white, the study 
showed, 
“These services to children 


are particularly significant in 
tems of prevention of delin- 
guency, rehabilitation of fami- 
lies, and helping boys and girls 
to grow up into useful, inde- 
pendent Citizens,” Prestwood 
concluded.

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STUDENTS MAY 
BE PART-TIME 
WORKERS ONLY 


“The State Child Labor Law 
does not prevent students from 
carning money in part-time 
jobs, provided the work fs re- 
stricted to activities which are 
harmless to health and morals”, 
said Ralph R. Williams, Direc- 
tor of the Alabama Department 
of Industrial Relations, Mont 
fomery, as inquiries from both 
employers and students increas- 
ed with the opening of schools. 

Limitations on hours of work 
in certain occupations and 
places of employment vary with 
the age of the boy or girl. The 
Alabama Child Labor Law sets 
practical and legal standards 
which promote better health 
and education, however, Wil- 
liams stated, they should not 
cause employers to discontinue 
legal employment of students 
from the age of 14 to 18, 

Four important documents 
are essential for teen-agers be- 
fore starting on a new job. The 
birth certtficate is the first re- 
quisite, together with the schoo! 
record which should be taken 
to the eertificate-issuing offi- 
cer who will supply the inten- 
tion-to-employ and_ physici- 
an’s certificate blank, The next 
step is a physical examination. 
This is usually done by a coun- 
ty health officer or a family 
doctor, These documents, four 
in the case of 14 year olds and 
3 for those older should be tak- 
en to the city or county schoo! 
superintendent, who will either 
issue a work certificate or di- 
rect the job seeker to a certifi- 
cate issuing officer with dele- 
gated authority. 

All jobs for both boys and 
girls within the age groups of 
14 and 15 are legal only if 
performed outside school hours. 
Other limitations, except in 
farm employment and comestic 
service restrict the hours and 
days of work,

and caddies in the 10 to 15 year 


old group must secure a badge 
under the Alabama Child La- 
bor Law before accepting part- 
time work. Other job oppor- 
tunities with legal work certi- 
ficates in this age group in- 
clude: bell boys, junior camp 
counselors and assistants, car 
wash and gas station attend- 
ants, greenhouse or nursery 
work, ushers in theatres, gro- 
cery stores, retail stores and 
apartment house janitors, lib- 


rary assistants, office work, 
fruit and vegetable packine 
houses, playground work, bus 
boys and waiters, sales and 


clerical work. 

Girls in the 14 and 15 year 
age group with legal work cer- 
tificates may be employed as 
beauty operators, eam) work, 
day nursery work, library at- 
tendants, nurses aid, office 
work, receptionist, restaurant 
work - inside only and are .not 
permitted to dispense alcoholic 
beverages - retail and drug 
stores and as ushers and candy 
stand clerks in theatres. 

Boys and girls in the 16 and 
17 year age group have a wider 
field of job opportunities, but 
under no conditions are they 
permitted to work on hazard- 
ous jobs.
